U. S. NAVY NOW PROTECTED 
AGAINST USE OF LETHAL GAS 


Men Below Decks Shielded by 
Chemical Filter Placed in 
Air Funnels,

April 1.—The navy of the United 
States, almost simultaneously with 
those of England and Japan, has 
invented an almost perfect pro- 
tection for men below decks 
against lethal gas. 

Employment of lethal gas in 
naval warfare has long been dread- 
ed because of the peculiarities of a 
ship’s construction, which includes 
an ingenious system of pipes and 
tubes through which high-powered 
pumps force streams of air for dis-

“What statesman is that 
addressing the Senate?’ asked the 
rural Arkansan respectfully. ‘None 
at all,” replied the Senator from 
Arkansas. “Senator Shortridge 
merely has the floor.” This little 
example of senatorial wit found its 
way to the press gallery through, 
it is said, the kindness of Senator 
Hiram Johnson, who loves his col- 
league about as much as Senators 
generally love their associates from 
their own States, for it seldom hap- 
pens that Jonathan and David get 
elected from the same State. Gen- 
erally the Senator whom any given 
Senator likes least is the man who 
in their infinite unwisdom his own 
constituents send to sit in the Sen- 
ate with him. ° 

The election of his colleague 
seems like a reflection upp him- 
self to the average Senator. ‘‘Can 
it be,’’ he asks himself, “that the 
people of my State look at this 
numbskull and myself in the same 
light?” It takes the j out of 
being a Senator to see t kind of 
man your own State will cheerful- 
ly pick out to sit alongside you. 
Consider what it means to La Fol- 
lette to have Lenroot as a col- 
league, or Jim Reed to see Spencer

Let us consider the case of Hi- 
ram Johnson and _é£ “Shortridge. 
Shortridge is the kind of man 
whose name you encounter when 
you see in the newspapers’ the 
table of votes cast on a bill.

'37; Farmer-Labor, 2. When you 
read down through the list of Re- 
|publicans and reach the letter 8S 
you find “Shortridge.”” Sometimes 
at the end of a news dispatch you

'spoke for (or against) the meas- 
ure.” Shortridge just reaches the 
“among-those-present’” rank of 
Senators. But, then, so does al- 
most ‘every one else. In the en- 
tire body only a few, by eloquence, 
by wit, by. personality, by com- 
mittee assignments, stand out from 
the mass.

Brookhart, the radical, ‘the co- 
worker of La Follette, happens to 
personify the particular brand of 
Republicanism to which the lowa 
masses, in their struggle to im- 
prove their economic status, have 
become addicted. And it looks 
now as if the masses—the farmers 
and industrial labor—will have 
their way in the primary of next 
June, which will nominate the Re- 
publican candidate for the Senate. 
The only real fight that Brookhart 
faces is in the primary; if he is 
nominated, he will undoubtedly 
carry the State in November. 

Brookhart Forces Confident. 

Brookhart’s friends are supreme- 
Iy confident that he will win the 
nomination by a handsome major- 
ity over Burton E. Sweet, a former 
Congressman, who has come out 
against him. On the basis of the 
1922 primary, in which Brookhart,. 
the “Wild Man,’’ was nominated 
to fill out the unexpjred term of 
Federal Judge Kenyon, Sweet does 
not look ‘like’a strong candidate. 
Brookhart received 133,000 votes. 
There were five candidates against 
him, and among these Sweet ran 
fourth, with 35,000 votes. Brook- 
hart received 41 per cent of the 
total votes cast—a safe margin 
over the 35 per cent, which, under 
the Iowa law, a candidate must 
receive in order to keep the deci- 
sion from being thrown into a ¢on- 
vention. 

Brookhart has said that he has 
behind him in Iowa “the moth- 
ers” bloc, the’ soldier bloc, the 
farmer bloc and the labor bloc. If 
that is true, there isn’t much left 
for an opponent. However, it may 
be with the mothers and the sol- 
diers, he certainly has labor with 
him and a preponderant share of 
the farmers.
